“We sincerely hope," Мг. Реа- | 
cock said, "that every person in 
our area receives a copy of this | 
important pamphlet. We also look|

"These are somber statistics,"

Today, 1,200,000 Americans" have 
been cured of cancer.

This year, 
about 177,000 patients will be sat- 
ed but-88,000 more could. ре saved 
if the disease would be detected 
earlier and prompt, proper treat- 
ment given. rm

ant in Florida is being 
this Spring. State and Federal 
agencies will be cooperating with 
land owners who want to rid their 
property of the pest. 

On the State side our Division of 
Plant Industry is carrying the ball. 
The Federal team's activities are 
under supervision of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture's division 
of Plant Pest Control. 

Some 135,000 acres, mostly in 
West Florida, are expected to be 
approved by Plant Industry for 
Xreatment. in the two-year pro- 
gram. which got ‘underway last 
Fall It was suspended during 
winter months when the ants are 
inactive. 

A total of 106,000 acres in 13 

ties in the Panhandle have 
п О. K.'d for treatment by 
` county. Fire Ant Committees. Of 
the total, 22,000 acres in five of 

Ж ‘the counties got a going over last 
Fall in tests of the new bait mix 
known as "mirex." 

Using 5 pounds of bait, contain- 
ing only one teaspoonfull of ‘the 
toxic, or poisonous, chemical to the 
acre, the tests proved. successful. 

s... 

The current attack on fire ants 
is Not an eradication program. It 
is a control project to be operated 
only where landowners ask for it. 

Requests for the control treat- 
ment are processed first by coun- 
ty Fire Ant Committees which 
make up the areas into blocks of 
the required size and then apply 
to Plant Industry to join the pro- 
gram. 

Land owners participating in 
fire ant control ‘pay 50 cents for 
the first acre and 15 cents for each 
additional acre. 

Besides the Panhandle, infested 
counties in Florida range from Du- 
yal on the East..Coast across to

the Gulf and south to Manatee. 
.... 

It is worth noting that mirex is 
harmless to wildlife. , it has 
no residual effect. In other words, 
it loses its potency within two to 
seven days after application. 

That means reinfestation could 
occur within a short time. How- 
ever, owners of land that has been 
treated are advised to keep an eye 
out for appearance of any new 
mounds and treat each one immed- 
lately. Usual reinfestation period 
is June through August when the 
ants are flying. 

Mirex is available at farm sup- 
ply stores. Prompt action in apply- 
ing it to new mounds will prevent 
the spread of. fire ants again to а 
degree where they oncé more be- 
come an economic threat. 

If'you are troubled with fire 
ants, consult your County Agri- 
Cultural Agent. He'll steer you to 


the Fire Ant Committee in. your 
county.
